tftatert the spcalîcr. He exercises dis- 
cretion, and is sensitive, even to the 
point «f distrust, for the reayon that 
he has h.id to support ftror.jj^y his 
own interests, politic.i'. and other- 
■wlpe. Most Frenoh-Can.idians are 
Roman Catholic, but they have es- 
jicrlencod little or no opposition in 
rsg-RTd to their religion from the 
EnBliîh-.«peakir!pr j.ortlon ot the na- 
tion. There If now preai harmony be- 
tween the layii.en .tnd the ciersrj-, the 
latter of whom do not now enter into 
the political field in the manner that 
their forebears did. 

Whi!« the French-speaking people 
predominate in ih.c province of 
Quebec, this is not true to any great 
extent in the rest of the Dominion. 
Yet, in spite of this, they have a large 
représentât ion in the Federal Gov- 
ernment, and probably !he gicates; 
statesman that C.Tnada ha? ever h.-id. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, was a French- 
man. But the French-Canadian has 
the impression that his race is con- 
Fidered by the Briii.«h stock as being 
inferior. That they are inferior Is, 
however, in no way true, commented 
Dr. Villard. Tiic; have had a power- 
ful influence financially, industrially 
commercia'ly, intellectually, and poli- 
tically. 

PREDICTS A BLENDED NATION 

The French-Canadian is ' on the 
vhole of an impulsive nature, bear- 
ing the traces of his latin .tcmpera- 
»eot. He ha? a different ie-i- [point 
jfrom that of the Rriiishcr. Yet 
Respite this, thought 15r. A'illard. the 
two aroçs should have but one nation- 
al spirit sn'J. pride. .Such a blending 
■"•ill lake ii ::' r. iu- i.i r ijicted, t'vhcn all 
French-Can.aciiruiE spffik nng'.lsh, and 
all English-Canadians speak French. 

In regard to the French-speaking 
•lemenfs seneral attitudes, Dr. Vil- 
lard proposed to treat tins in threr 
reBr-eetP. VWn. their attitude to the 
Kngiish element ot ihe Dominion, 
iheir attitude to I'ntnre, and their 
attitude to Canada as a iinifieid na- 
tion. 

The first viewiiui!!;. ssatf-d ihc 
speaker, w.as ciirfe-.-r hi tu M.;,::,.-r-. f,.,.'- 
i. varied with thi sociai class. But, 
tfiken as a whole, ihc F'rench-Can- 
^'jip-n's attiti:Ue toward the ISnglish 
Canadians v.a-!; one of respect, hut 
not one of re .l arfocl!o:i. Tiiis may be 
traced to the enmity that existed 
many year.' mbc, and to the f-ict that 
there is a bvoad i-elisiow.? dlffcrpnee. 
Very often the lOnpii h .act as if the 
French had no r.vlstence, as if Que- 
bec was not on llie imrp. nnn as if 
the Krencii \vr!-<: ci'.einirr of pri';.'rr"-s. 
But this lia- not often iirkl true In 
politics, where there has been litt'c 
discrimination. Thr I'Ven'^h-Canndlrin 
• dmires eppeciolly in the Knglish 
their aeni-e <-,| fn'y pl:^y.

some years, sboulil bo lifted was the 
unanimous report ot a committee 
which inve.silB.-lted the maltcr. The 
report was miido public ye.'tenlay. 
The commltteo gives a denial to 
every objection wlilch h;i.-< l.oeii raised 
:o i!ie admls.>:ion of women as medical 
.-'.udcnts in hospI(nl.«. 

"Wo say at once." declares the re- 
port, "that iho retntlonship between 
men aiid women students Is not in It- 
.«elt an objection to co-education. The 
conduk-t of tlie women has been iinl- 
fornily de.=erll.ed a.^^ oxi ellent, nor arc 
wo convin< ed thai' medical education 
for women Is to a great c.vtent 
thrown away by wastage through 
their marriage. 

"On the other hand w.e think tiiat in 
medicine «omen certainly gain by be- 
ing educated side by .<.idc wlili ihr 
men which is a \ory \;ilualdi> i-ain- 
ing for th.n.t co-operHtion w iilch In 
their subsequent careers becomes 
necessary between medical men and 
women." 

The report recommended tiiree 
types of clinical education, one for 
men on'. y one foi' uoincn only .mil 
one for l.>oth men and wonien com- 
bined.

In "The Romance of Molecule.*," the 
fifth of the' series of popular lectures 
in physics, given la.st evening in the 
Physics Building, Professor A. N. 
Shaw conducted his audience through 
•he mysteries of those unseen entities 
called molecules. Around a study 
usually considered as .uninteresting, 
the lecturer cast a g'lamour of rom- 
ance, which is e.vempHficd in the two 
I'oems which i»e presented. 

The first of these poems goes to 
the air of "Comin* through the Rye," 
and the second to the tune of "Cle- 
mentine."' and are worded as follows: 

"The Rigid Body Singe." 
" 'Gin a body meet a body, 
I'iying through the air. 
'Gin a bpdy hit a body. 
Will it fly and where?" 

"Ilk.'i impact has its measure, 
Xi.-'er a ane hae 1, 
Vei all the lads they measure me, 
Or at least they try."

Professor Shaw explained the 
main principle." of the niolecMiIar hyp- 
othesis. AU physical things arc com- 
posed of molecules, which arc the 
smallest particles of matter that can 
exist by ihoniEelvcs. They consist of 
space, time, ana energy, and tliey 
move and rotate ineessnntly. giving 
rise to wluit we 1 . 1 il liint.

Former McGill 
Professor Dies 

Was Connected With Depart- 
ment Or Arch. 1 91 0-1 919 



Prof, Thoiims W'. Ludlow, .M. A, is. 
Sc., ciinnerted with Ihc department of 
iucliltectiiie a( .McGill from llilU to 
19l!i, died on .Monday at l'ltlsbir/;h. 
Pa., where, for Ihc past eleven years 
lie had been connected with the Car- 
negie Inslllu'tc of Technology. 
>^ He served nt McGill. first as assl.s- 
1,1111, later as associate, professor of 
arclillecture, and left the university 
here to go to Pittsburgh. 

Born In .Vow York of ICiigllsh an- 
cestry, ho studied his profession at 
Columbus I'niverslly, and at the Kco- 
le des neiiuv .\rls, Paris. l'"o!lowiii.c; 
these 'similes ho ciimo to Jloiitreal. 

At the oiilbreak of war in 1914 he 
joined (he McOIll C. Ù. T. C. and 
(jualified as a lieutenant, he was then 
allached to tho oSth AVcsimounl 
ftifles. Physical reasons prevented his 
going overseas: he served, however, 
as assistant provost- ma rfjhal at Vnl- 
cartler, and was attached to military 
headquarters in Montreal from 1916 
lo inis, » 



"Kui'opc was coilplî'.cl; 
ed during the l.Tpt ;:laci; 
2?,000 years ago," said ij 
night in his lecture on the "Develop- 
ment ot the Human Race." Climatic 
changes, such as the one ot this peri- 
od, forced the primitive men of that 
time completely to change their ways 
ot livins. They were driven to take 
sheUei'" from the cold and from tiic 
n«»w types of beasts In caves and un- 
der over-luin.cins ledges of rock. 

Cavc-dwclllng proved lo be no groat 
siuccess, as diseases such as rlieumnt- 
isni developed and contributed iholr 
part In the extinction ot this type of 
man. Before he could make his home 
in these caves, he first had to rid it 
of any occupniits. .V task wiiicii to 
him presented many problems as the 
main trouble was the 'caycrbcar', an 
animal larger than any bear living to- 
da.v. The magnitude of his task can 
only be realise<l when the facts arc 
considered that his weapons were of a 
primitive type and only of use at close 
Cluarlcrs. and that in one cave the re- 
mains of more than six hundred of 
these bears have been found. It is now 
believed that the nicans he used to 
get rid of these animals were fire and 
smoke. In which case they would fall 
ea.sy prey to liim. 

Religious Beliefs 

"Primitive as they were, liicso nieii 
iiad some bellct'ln an after-life. ' said 
Dr. Clark when he referred to the evi- 
dences o£ their faith which they had 
left behind them. The fact that in 
tlieir burials lUey observed some cere- 
mony is slu.wn as the dead were 
l.>inlod layiui; iiu t'.ie risht side wiili 
tlio hand hand 'underneath the head, 
an attitude of repose. This practice 
was ob.scrved all over Kuropc and 
contributes lo the theory that lliey 
wero .ablci to communicate' Ihe.lr 
ihouglits by some means such as 
.speech, .\luiii; wiiii some of the re- 
mains were I'ftcii buried llio best of 
tho tools and weapons, and. as is 
sometimes 'shown "by presence of bones 
meat and other things which they 
though might be of use to the dead 
mail in his future existence. 

Tlie .\iistraliaii .Aborigine, l'Cfore his 
coulaci with civilized man. was in a 
state of culture very like that in 
which Ihe.so men wero. The aborigine 
is, at present, tlie lo^vest type ot man 
living, but theso 'Neanderthal' .men, 
as these beings who lived before and 
during tlie List sUieial .age, were 
called, werp inferior to him In many 
ways. There are no evidences to show 
that the latter woro clothes, or

In eonscquenco 
Ciorgas was descrcditcd. 

Finlay's Hypothesis ^ 

It was Flnlay who first e.Npounded 
Ihe theory that a mosituilo, of tlio spe- 
cle.s Itegomyla, was the causative 
agent of tho Fbvcr; but Finlay's hy- 
potlicsis Has disrccaided for 20 ye.irs 
until rtcA'd, Carroll, L.izaar and Ag- 
ramontc were commissioned to Invest- 
igate the cause of tho disease, and 
made their headquarters In Cuba.

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NOTE BOOK MEMORIES 

This generation lias often been accused of 
kenpini? it.'; brains in it? note book, — a pithy 
sayin«\hat has a lot of truth in it. The note 
book is an easy way of avoiding the burden of 
keeping 1hing.< in ones head, and a useful ser- 
vant that saves u.s unnecessary bother often 
becomes the autocratic ma.ster >vho controls our 
very thinking. 

PossiWy the temptation is greater for the 
college student, who is accustomed to making 
n()!e< of all that he hear.< in the claf.« room, and 
filijig his note.-? in a more or less neat manner, 
according to his constitution, according to .sub: 
jects and cour.^^c.-;. 

There is a .story of a young Scotchman, 
coming up to the University for the first time, -j 
Ho v.-a.s receiving advice concerning his books. ' 
When it came to the subject of note books, and 
he heard of all the note books he should get, he 
burst out. "Note books! Note books! What the 
deil's my heid for?" 

Probably this young man found that he 
did have to use not books after all, but he had 
an idea that was sound. He wanted to get 
things into his head, not into his notebook. He 
did not waltit'to have to make the paihful effort 
of trying to visualise the gages of his notebook 
during the examination, he wanted to really 
know and make his own the material which he 
"came up to study. 

There is a difference, of course, between 
that reference material which is safely and con- 
veniently stored away in the library and which 
nobody should be foolish enough to try to com- 
mit to memory, and the other things that with 
an etducated man Ijecome a part of himself. It. 
is a distinction which every college student 
should be able to make for himself if he has 
any place at the University. 

Perhaps it is the ability to make this dis- 
tinction which marks the educated man. 

THE HONOUR SYSTEM 

From time to time one hears mutterings, 
rumours, remarks in other college papers and 
even occasionally in the general press to the 
effect that all is not as it should be with regard 
to the honour .system— that is, the plan' of do- 
ing away with jiroctors '(we call them vigilat- 
ors) at examinations, and leaving the students 
on their, honour not to cheat. The late.st note 
comes from Stanford University, where a com- 
mittee \vas appointed to investigate the honour 
sy.stem. Its report has just been submitted. 

Certain practices there in connection with 
Ihi.s sy.stcm are of interest. For in-stance, on 
rcgihlering at Stanford all students sign a 
))ledge: acknowii^clgiiig that they are aware that 
honourable conduct, that is the refraining from 
giving or receiving unpermitted aid in exami- 
nations, cla.ss exerci.se.-;, reports, or any other 
work that is, Id ha used by the insti-uctor as a 
ba.sis of grading tho spirit of conduct in the uni- 
versity. In the examination room, if one dis- 
covers another .student cheating he is recom- 
mended to tap on tlic desk with his pen to ad- 
vise of the discovery, and if the offender does 
not leave without turning in his paper he is re- 
ported, investigated, and if found guilty, auto- 
matically suspended from the university. 

The Stanford "Daily" remarks editorially: 
"The existence and the enforcement of 
the honour .system rests with every .stu- 
dent. The institution was originally wrest- 
ed ))y the .students from the faculty as a 
substitute for the proctor system. It has 
at times reached a high peak of efficiency, 
and although it is not now dangerously ail- ' 
ing, it needs renewed support. The com- 
mittee pleads that this be given." 
At McGill we have not had the opportunity 
of ti-ying this somewhat disturbing system. It 
might be that we would all feel' much -freer- in 
the atmosphere of honesty which would prevade 
the examination room. But somehow the old 
system does not seem too bad. For the great 
majority of .students, who are honest, it is sat- 
i.sfactory; it offers ajt least a certain justice to 
tho.sc few w'Yiu would cheat as the honour sys- 
tem. Under the latter we fear that everybody 
would be so Inisy seeing that everybody else was 
treading the straight and narrow, that they 
would have little time for writing the paper.

French people. A visit to France Is 
'ike a pilgrimage. ITct for all this, 
the French-Canadian is not French 
or English, but he is a Canadian. 
ARE ESSENTIAULY CANADIANS 
In speaking of the attitude to 
France, "Dr. Villard suiriraed up by 
saying "They are essentially Can- 
adians, and nothing more." . In the 
words of Pre.Tiler Tascbcreau, "The 
French-Canadian knows no other 
native iand t;ian Canada — his native 
land wlie.-e l-.c was born and where 
he has lived." Some British people 
who have not been, long in Canada 
group themselves largc'y with the 
British Isles. There is nothing of this 
in the French-Canadians. "They arc 
the purest Canadians of Canadians." 

One of the ipost Interesting inci- 
dents Jn the history of '.he races, In 
the opinion of Dr. Villard, Is the in- 
terpénétration ot both. There are a 
common climate, a common history 
for many years, and many mutual 
ideas. The separation has never been 
so extensive as has been represented. 
In this regard it is iiUeresting to note 
re:narked t):e .speaker, tiiai liie wife 
o'f James McGii: was a Kretich-Can- 
adian. The French-Ctuiadians have 
harmonised with many English Ideals 
ulthuugh remaining e-ssentlally 
JVejich.

AVith tho results ot the experiments 
of Reed and his confreres Oeneral 
I Gorges set about to eradicate this dl- 
soa.^io. Ho made the Tanama Canal a 
l)ci.'=5liiili'.y : he made. Havana a safe 
human being, not x group of symp 
to ameliorate the conditions In South 
America and in Africa. Ills plans to 
"emancipate the tropics" were not en- 
tirely brodglit to "loniplctlon, owing to 
his death, but lie paved the way for 
those who tatnc after, and ,^t the pre- 
sent day Yellow Fever has practically 
jtased to exist. 

Sir James Maekencie 
The .lecond paper of the evening 
gl\-cn by Jlr. Townsend on "The 'life 
of Sir James Mackenzie," was pro- 
nounced by Dr. Birchard "a masterly 
presentation," and by Dr. Franclw, 
nephew of Sir William Osier and lib- 
rarian of the nowly acquired Osier 
library, "a t^ruc and vivid narration." 

"Tlio iiiott'j of Sir William .Macken- 
itio was. ftoiiiomber, the patient Is a 
liuiiian bciii;,- not a group of symp- 
toms,", said .Mr. Townsend in com- 
menting on the nature of that fa- 
mous man. 

Macken:!lc, born In 1833, was always 
a robel aj.'a;r,.st i>oilanlry and peda- 
gogic nuthoiltlr;.'-:. His iiiiagliialivo and 
reasoning fariliCcs were irritated and 
repulsed by ihe neccsally to memorize 
listir/.ptt facts and tedious propositions. 
Scïiooi^ iwas 'li'ksomc . and schoolmast- 
ers bp'jfcs. At the age of fifteen ho bo- 
camo appreniicod to b clinnlsi nnd 
there received rf.<.ot'iiiiioii as a prom- 
ising young man by his a.ssldulty and 
jtonso of llio pracllcul. 

For Mackenzie, however, this was 
not enough, and, it the ago of.lwen- 
ty-ojio ho entered the medical school 
«I Edinburgh.

Mackenzlo lnvenlcd |ho Ink polygr.ipli, 
an ln.strumcnt of ininienso valno to 
cardlologlsls; ho 'Successfully c)ucl 
dated Ihe problcmii of siniisarryllimla, 
ventricular ami auilcular fibrillation 
of eardluo tyiiciipc, and of venous 
Ija. k-prc. i>uro. Hut Ihroughoul his 
whojo Ufo this great man "was not a 
Ecicnti&t interested In disease, but a 
doctor interested In his patltnis," ond 
his Insi.sionco wa.s always on Iho use 
of the ejc.--, liie e.ira anil llie fingers 
in Ihe diagnosis of disease, not tho ii.se 
I'f iiisiunicnis and scientific parapha- 
nalla.

To Sec if Stage and Presi. 
Give Accurate Descriptions 

ritlsbiirgh, Pa.- Carnegie Tech, to- 
pother with about 400 other leadlni; 
colleges of the United States, has 
l>ccii .nslicd to help d"tiMMiiiio wlii->iiii"'r 
the "collegiate" boy or girl — the boy 
or cirl of slouc.hy appearance iind 
careless manners— is typical of the 
college campus as well as the sta.go 
.tnd luimoroiis press. 

A questionnaire made up of ques- 
tions perrttinlng to the prevalence or 
absence of "oolles-'iato" studouls has 
been prepared by Henry «iratian Poyle 
Dean of Men of ("leorpe Washinpton 
University. Wa.shington. O.C. Dean 
Doyle has for some time. In common 
with other people Interested in the 
reputations of collepe students, felt 
increasinc cli.nprin over tlic mental 
picture of the "Collegiate" boy or 
girl which the public .seems to have 
created and ncdeplod. In order to 
learn definitely whether the "col- 
legiate typo' is an imapiiiary indi- 
vidual or a reality. Dean Doyle has

questionnaire questions of more serl-

with the reputed carelessness nn.l 
undignified conduct of college men, 
for the public believes tl,nt tho at- 
tempt or .vouth to be eollecinto h.-is 
resulted In the drinking, the neeUinrt.
